None of the references of record teaches or suggests the claimed ^ tunable 
Fabry-Perot filter comprising: a bottom mirror mounted to the top of a substrate; a 
bottom electrode, a thin membrane; a top electrode, a reinforce, a confocal top mirror 
set a top wherein the geometry of the dome is modified so as to move top electrode 
further away from bottom electrode while keeping the spacing between top mirror and 
bottom mirror substantially the same.
